In model No,'2 we have one of the quaint bonnets, as they are worn in B«yerland; HolV«*id, and in ce*tam 


The material employed is fine Madeira embroidery-pwith wide ^ging and uisfertion— 
showinir a graceful marguerite and "Vignette" design. From a medium high, rather wide, douie-shaped crown, 


which is softly draped, the wide frill, which forms the brim section, droops deliberately, widening out 
towards the back, so as to touch the nape of the neck of the wearer. The broad, loosely hanging "barbe" 
ends are made of joined ribws of embroidery insertion and edging. The trimming is conspicuously simple, 
a soft crown band of wide, pale primrose colored satin ribbon, with a little crush-rosette at the left side. 


Illustration No. 3, a charming little poke bonnet, a la Premier Empire, is pictured, like its two prede- 
cessors and its successor, an original Carlier "creation.'
